quantity of clothing wool*. Some few of 
the Australian flock* have come in com- 
paratively good condition. Several flock* 
of derided reputation have been sent either 
totally unwashed, or partly in the grease, 
much to the disappointment uf their usual 
buyers." 

However, there were occasionally soot* 
very good sample* received, the most ™- 
tpicuuus tiring marked Mr. A., tome bale* 
afV h ich r eali tri 5». we he lie v* , w h ich i* the 
highest value that previously or line* has 
Ixen paid fur wools from Australia. And here 
we inky (late, that it ia intended now Locun- 
finc ourselve* to the " rise and progress of 
the Wool Trade of Australia." About the 
yean 18:15-8, the quality of the colonial 
wool* offered at public saleatCJarraway'a 
began to attrart the notice of foreign ma- 
nufacturers. Hefore, the declaration of 
100 bales wo* called a very large aaEe : in 
July 1321, but 750 bales were announced. 
In the whole of 18J4,ihe quantity put Bp 
wa* small; and for the ten years pre - 
riottily, scarcely any but speculator* 
appeared a* buyer*, the better qualities still 
finding but Utile favour. About Iflio it 
was th.it th* colonial wools began really 
[o become popular; some good combing 
qualities then realised 3s. id. per lb., for 
AuittaUftan, The attendance from the 
manufacturing district* waa then callrd 
Very large, *ay about SO, " The interest 
excited hy the sale*" (July 1 83 5,) slates a 
trade circular, "are mi to increase, as the 
attendance of buyer* from all part* wa* 
larger than on any former occasion, new 
purchaser* hiving been attracted, and there 
appears to bean evident desire ia the trade 
to encourage the growth uf colonial wool." 
At these sale*, ihere were offered 
8,746 bales of Australian and Txsma- 
nian wool*. The highest prices realised 
were from 2* 8d. to St 8d. per lb. for 
choice flocks. In the course of 18i6, but 
three series of sate* took place ; the quan- 
tity sold being about 10,0110 lialci. We 
find here the flocks of H. Mc.A. gaining 
high value*, fetching for some bite* 
3*. :i£d. per lb. Other competitor* were 
then in the held, and they sent over tome 
*t eicellent .samples, for instance, the 
marks X.B. and G.X. sold at from 2*. tjd. 
to 3*. 3|d. per lb. An authority at this 
period remarks 

" The Australian woo]* just arrived 
show much improvement in fineness, but 
are for the most part too short in the 
Maple for comhiog purposes, in many in- 
tlance* lender, and are generally tif bad 
colour and til-conditioned. 

The importation of wools from New 
South Wales in this year was I0,ii7 
bales into London, 3828 bales into Liver- 
pool, making, with other arrival*, 22,163 
bales. To the aame year there were 
received B0,-l&0 bales from Germany, and 
i3,463 biles from Spain. W* purposely 
note the two but in older to make a 
comment or two hereafter, allowing how 
rapidly colonial wool* began to be estima- 
ted by our own aa well a* by the foreign 
manufacturer*. 

A matked alteration occurred in the 
prospects of the colonial wool trade in the 
year I s;sT . for, though the spring and 
clothing trade* were represented a* in a 
healthy state, the manufacturer* were full 
of ttock a* well a* the dealers. To mark 
the progress made in the condition of 
Australian wools, it was tbf n observed aa 
follow* ! — * The superior adaptation of 
colonial wool to the manufacturer of the 
fabrics more generally in demand, has 
caused tlwm to be preferred to any other 
wool in the same range of price, and the 
improved condition of many of the flocks 
must get tbem into further repute," Early 
in this year the market* were dull, owing 
to the diSculties then experienced in the 
money market, and a large increase In the 
arrival* of German and .Spaiiijh wools. 
About lif,r>71 balea of wool were receivrd 
it Loiiii-'i from Sydney in 1837, and 
17,314 uales in 1 8118. From i», M. to 
:!s. 10^d. were the highest rates paid fur 
tint-rate combing Aii.'.tralian mm]-, this 
year. We have not an accurate account 
of the number of balea sold publicly this 
year. 

At the close of December there was an 
improvement quoted of full 3d. per lb. on 
qnaljlie* worth si*, per lb. and ten, arising 
principally from the then improving de- 
mand for manufactured good* for the 
American market*. 

The year IS3Q brought with it a larire 
arceaiion of import* of Australian wool*, 
and a considerable decrease in the receipt* 
of Hpanith and German wool* as com- 
pared with the arrivals of 1830 receivrd 
into London. Prom New South Wain 
then were imported thi* icaiun into Lon- 
don not less than 20,49a bales, of the 
aggregate weight of 3,414,300 lb*. There 
were received at Liverpool about 3.000 
bales. The imports of German wool* fell 
off this year to 20,114 balet, and of 
Spanish to 11,318 balet. It is important 
to trace the feeling* of the manufacturer* 
of (his country wilh respect to the in- 
creasing favour evinced toward* the colo- 
nial wools. Notwithstanding so large an 
increase waa announced in the arrival of 
colonial wools, the quotation t in the whole 
of 1 839, or very nearly ao, were Ira. 
Upon the condition of the wools sent over 
from the colonies, the following remark* 
from the pen of a lending broker of the 
city are well worth giving entire here, 
Referring to the aalei of July, 1839, our 
author remarks . — 

- The attendance of buyer* from every 
quarter waa aa full ua upon any previous 
occasion, and the bidding particularly 
animated, a* may be iuf erred from the 
price* given j which, nrt withstanding the 
unsettled stale of the money market, must 
ht very encouraging to the colonial flock 
grower*, particularly to those whose 
fleeces, by their improvement in growth 
and very excellent condition evince I be 
careful attention which ha* been be- 
bestowed upon them hy their owners . lo 
•uch parties it mutt be tatiifactory to And 
their exertions responded to by the pur- 
chaser*. II is not intended lo be in vidian, , 
but it i* scare* I y poaalUe to pas* unnoticed 
the beautiful growth and condition of se- 
veral of the more celebrated combing 
llock*. aj well a* several uf the finer nlir* 
clothing wools. Similar attention lo the 
flock*, which are only in pmgm** of im- 
provement, will no doubt be crowned with 

. Four yean back the increase tn the im- 
portation «f wool* front New South Wale* 
wa* to M,99S bale*, weighing about 
fl ,241,000 Iba In 1840 the arrival* of

bale*, and of Spaniib to ,» . 

The state of the colonial wool trade at 
the commencemintof this year (1844) wa* 
not the most cheering to the flockmatters 
or to the holder* here. Much commercial 
distress prevailed, but very shortly the de- 
, mandfor New South Wale* wools intirase d, 
' and at the tirsl public sales for the season 
combing quotation* rose ijd. per !h At 
the tale* this year many new buyers made 
' their appearance, and Lhe large room at 
Garrawuy* was extremely crowded. 

A drciunt improvement was observable 
at the October sale* in the nullities of the 
Australian wool*. Some fresh comments 
were made during the various sale* uf the 
year under review at the want of atte nlioii, 
on the part of lhe fl-icfc masters of the co- 
lony in cleaning their wools ; and the 
following remarks are well north being 
di**emlnateii throughout all the British 
wool -producing colonies 

" The Sydney (lucks, w illi few excep- 
tions, are Ibis year full of burrs, prickles, 
and gras*-*eeils, lo an rxlent never befo -e 
known. Thr price* of such wools must 
lie entirely nprCulallt c j and being low, 
a* might be expected, will no doubt con- 
vince the growers of the propriety of 
taking care to pievent their ducks ln'cum- 
in^r in such a ■ .J.- ia future. We alMi 
regret lo observe, in mine fen Hocks, irnnr 
coarse Lincolnshire fleeces, nut at all 
assimilating even with the more im- 
proved bleeds of tlii* country, and show- 
ing moit injudicious crossing It it un- 
derstood here that the most practical and 
best informed colonial flock mailers have 
proved the possibility of iocreaiirig the 
weight of fleece* to any rtnenl, propor- 
tionate to the means of atistrnance, hy 
careful *rlectinna front their nwn flock*, 
or crossing with suitable flock* lo be 
obtained from other grower* in the colo- 
nies. It should, huwrvcr, be ubierred, 
(hal the comber* were not buyers to any 
considerable extent, and the state of 
demand for lhe higher qualities in- 
duced moderate price* for the few lot* 
of fine combing wool, the mid. qualtliet 
being more in request ; indeed, the grenl 
bulk of (he quantity uffered at these sales 
has bei-u clothing wool." 

Again; 

" It cannol bt too strongly impressed 
upon the Australian flock -growers, that 
attention lo the cultivation of (he combing 
properties of their sheep i* more than ever 
necessary, in order lo obtain the preference 
their flock* have *o deservedly held amidit 
all the conflicting circumstances of the 
trade, a* well a* with a view to secure re- 
muneration by the increased weight of 
their fleece*, rather than looking to a high 
price upon the lightweight of the German 
fleece. Thi* cause, it i* well known, has 
been adopted by many uf the principal 
flock masters fur some time pail, and, 
although the rivalry in price against the 
exotic production of Germany teems in a 
great measure to have aubaided, the flocks 
of th* New South Wales colonies remain 
unrivalled for their combing properties 
and general useful net* for the great bulk 
of the clothing demand. 4t 

The highest value paid for Australian 
wool* thi* year waa from 2*. 4d to 2s. 
8+1 per lb. for good combing and supe- 
rior clothing sample*. In all there were 
ahnul 2S,9Q<1 bate* of wuul* from Sydney 
disposed of by public auction. 

The differences which existed at the 
commencement of the year 1811 between 
this Government and the Republic of 
America caused a slack demand for wool*, 
especially Australian. The March tales, 
therefore, commenced and went off hea- 
vily, and could nut be quoted lower, 
nor were the bidiling* heavy. The 
complaint* so often made of burra 
in thr wools from Sydney appear to 
have become less frequent about thi* 
period of tirne. One circular then iasurd 
upon this topic remarks— 

"There appear* an evident improve- 
ment in the growth and condition of the 
wool from Sydney, and Ihnte flock* which 
were tolerably free from burrs and scfdu 
reached prices which we hope wilt en- 
courage the flock mailer* to endeavour to 
overcome this great evil. Some flock* 
were depreciated 4d. to fid. per lb, from 
this cans*." 

The August and September sale* of thi* 
year were the largest ever hefore had. Of 

Australian wool* al • 12,143 balea wera, 

declared. It wa* quite an epiK'h in the 
trade. The bidding* all through we.c 
most animated. Complaints neie afrain 
renewed of the bad condition of the wools 
from Australia, In the following month, 
however, tome fine sampli-s werr sold. 
" We are much pleased." states a broker's 
circular, ?' to observe an improvement ia 
the condition of several Australian flocks. 
Indeed, some of them approached perfec- 
tion aa regard* washing, which encourage* 
ui to hope and expect, whenever an aug- 
mentation of labourers in the colonic* 
takes place, thai the colonial wool* will 
equal ill condition those of foreign coun- 
tnet." 

The highest prices paid for superior 
clothing Sydney wool* thi* year were St. 
Id. to Ei. 3d. per lb., and for tuperior 
clothing, t*. 2d. to 2*. 7|d. per lb. The 
total quantity of Australian wool* offered 
for tale publicly this year waa from 37,300 
lo 28.000 balet. In the year loll we 
find the importation of Australian 
woul* into London given at 34,764 hair* 
of the total weight of the 13,145,535 lb*. 
The importation of German wool* was, in 
(he same period of lime, reduced to 39,192 
bales, and of Spanish to 481 1 bale*. 

An increaaed degree of importance wa* 
attached to the sale* of colonial wools in 
the year is 12. not only on account orthe 
large demand which existed for tHem in the 
two preceding year*, but in consequence of 
the rapid inc/eaae in the production of the 
staple in the Britiah colonies. True it i* 
lb at the flrxt series of tales in thi* year 
Went off flatly for Australian samples, but 
both clothier* and ipinnen found fault 
with them, a* the fleecea offered were shun, 
in tuple and weak in fibre. The stock* 
too, in the hand* of the dealers were at 
thi* period rather large; and in the manu- 
facturing districts there wa* a i<ry 
coniideimble amount of heavisea* then 
prevailing. The April sales of the year 
now under consideration wctc limited, but 
the attendance was good, and Sydney wools 
(the remains of the last year's clip) 
of from 3 to 7-i pet 
The tales now under i eview were 
the tilth and concluding wriet of the 
season. A small portion of the new clip 
wa* exhibited at the June sales, KM*. bu( 



tly was not remarkable for the 
improve ment that wa* certainly looked for. 
The lower qualities at those sale* sold the 
best, for reasons hereafter to be Hated. 
In the tale of the following month " the 
favourite flock uf J. IT A, was eagerly 
•ought after, the n unlit ion being very su- 
perior," and a* high a* 2*. 2d. per lb. wai 
paid for a choice bale or two. Thr July 
sale* paued off wilhuut any feature of 
moment. The following *erie* of aale*, 
however, gave ample testimony that the 
rrqueit* of the selling broker* (a body 
whom, from their acrurate knowledge uf 
the quality of wnnl* generally, their in- 
fluence in the colonies and on thr conti- 
nent in al) niallers connected wilh the 
staple) had not been entirely diaregared ; 
for in the comments upon the sate* of the 
mouth referred to, the following remark* 
are given in a aomiuutiicaiion then sent 
to n« : — 

" Australian wool of fai r to good quality 
wa* much sought for, and we have 
pleasure in finding many celettrated flock*, 
whtclihai] lUtTcred from burr and prickles, 
and consequently low prices, again re- 
covering their high reputal ion, and real- 
ising satisfactory price* according to 
limes. Many considerable, jarcels ttill 
continue to bo received in dingy, burry, 
prickly en Million, and have produced 
apparently low priues. We ate neverthe- 
less induced lo hope that a favourable 
season and increoned ran- will eradicate 
this evil," 

A few word* of advice i* thus givm 
from another source ; lliey were goud 
then— they suit even the present day : — 

" It ia very evident that wool* in bad 
condition, whether from the colonies or 
elsewhere, are not suited tn the wants of 
the day ; and it will be more than ever 
requisite that the condition or getting up 
of wmils must be more attended to, a* I he 
miserable prices obi lined for large masses 
of word from alt the colonies plainly indi- 
cate the absolute necessity of stricter 
aileiiiiiin being requisite uit this now 
most iiialtrjal point." 

At the December sales t. _;reat impetus 
*m given to the tales by the timely receipt 
uf favourable inielligence from India and 
China. An authority on such matters, at 
the lime now under especial notice, thu* 
refers to the subject cif the displacement uf 
foreign wools by colonial producers i — 

" At this moment, when colonial cloth- 
ing wool is rapidly mperseding, for general 
purposes, the demand for German and other 
foreign woola, too much care cannot lie 
taken to keep up the character and quality 
or flocks which have acquired an enviahle 
reputation; the evident deterioration in 
fibre and quality uf several approved Syd- 
ney clothing flock* it much to he regretted, 
and we suspect it is the result of an en 
deavour to <ibtain a gresi er weight of fleece 
by crossing with coarser but heavier breeds; 
this must be attended with more risk, es- 
pecially al thr declrn*ion in the spinning 
demand hy the introduction of cotton 
warps hat seriously affected the value of 
combing wools," 

The highest price* realised for Austra- 
lian wools in the year 1842 were, for 
good to best clothing, 2s. Id. to as. 2d. 
per lh.,auJ for good combing Is. Hd, to 
2s. Id. par lb. lu this year thr impure* 
of New South Walt* into London were 
32,0l»5 bale* of the Wright of 8,246,411 
lbs. Prom Qermany in the same period 
there were received into the port of Lou- 
dou 11,188 bales, and fruiii Spam but 
28S4 bales. The total quantity of Aus- 
tralian wools submitted to public compe- 
tition in the year 1S42 waa, at near av 
may be, 2S.O00 to 28,500 bales, 

It may be aaked why so elaborate a du- 
tertatton, a* respect* the Australian Wool 
Trade, u requisite. To those interested 
in the past, the present, an well as the fu- 
ture intereats of the woul trade, we neej 
not offer a word of apulogy either for lhe 
fact* or opinions given in the present ar- 
ticle, or fur those that may be interested 
in our Journal hereafter upun the same 
interesting topic, The " Cotton Trade 
ha.i had full justice dune to it; and why 
should not the rapidly rising " Hritisb 
Colonial Wool Trade ' have Honietlun^ 
■aid of it f Certain we arc that ibis bniicri 
of industry, of trade, and of cum merce, 
cementing a* it doe* the mother country 
and the far dit anl possessions of the 
Hritiah Crurcn, must ri*e in prosperity 
equally lo the benefit of Ureal Britain, 
and to the advancement of the best in- 
terest* of the colonist* themselves. Last 
year (he receipt* of wool from New 
Suulh Wales flowed a most enor- 
muui increase, viz., to 47,2iH bales, 
of the aggregate weigh! of about 
1 2,3 :t 1.6(10 lb*. The imports of Span- 
iah wool* in the same period were 
but 2,480 bale* (mark, there were 23,45!) 
bales received in 16:lti, and 00,4 SO bales 
from (Jermany, of which 27,830 came to 
London of ih'e latter, and 14,614 of the 
former) , while of Herman wools 9,90-1 
bale* were only imported into lhe port of 
London, it ia, however, but fair to re- 
mark the general receipts of German 
wool* into the United Kingdom do not 
show m great a falling off as those of 
Spain; but the statistic* upon thi* sub- 
ject belong 10 another branch of the 
serin of article* which it i* our intention 
to furnish our reader* wilh. It may just 
be remarked that, in the quantities of 
foreign woul* cleared for home con lump- 
lion, there has been a diminution from 
38,51)4,142 lbs. in 1 840, to 3^,961,178 lbs. 
in lo42, At respect* the total importa- 
tions from New South Wain, including 
all the settlements, the arrival* really stand 
tbn S2.8U7 hale* in 1812, and 07,160 
bates in the Last year. 

The early pirt of the past year did not 
bring with it a realization of the hopes 
previoutly entertained, that for the China 
markets an increased demand would 
arise, and the contcqdeoce was that prices 
of wool receded. The trade in the 
woollen district* wa* also flat, it wa* 
the fifth aerie* of talea of the previous 
year's clip, and not over and above good. 
At the February sales an unusual circum- 
stance, at least at far M colonial wools 
are concerned, look place — the withdrawal 
of about 400 bag* of Australian qualities. 
The sixth ant] concluding sale* of the 
previous clip waa in April , but, although 
the belter qualities from Sydney advanced 
for fine samples, no material feature oc- 
curred. Toward* the middle of June the 
trade again assembled, and all were anx- 
ious to ascertain how the tint sale* of the 
uew clip would go off. The mailt were 
lest favourable than anticipated : aa 16 the 
wool* from Sydney, they were badly 



washed, though pretty free from burr. 
W* quote the following remarks, at per- 
tinent to the object* we have in view, of 
thowlna the " rise and progress '* of th* 
colonial wool trade. 

" The few first-rat* wool* offered at 
these sale*, tuitible for combing purposes, 
were in their usual high condition, but 
th* rxl rente !y depressed state uf lhe Brad- 
ford trade did not admit uf the buyers 
giving cor>**ponding prices. The present 
low price* of cotton, and a taste for low- 
priced fanry good*, have induced manu- 
facturers lo substitute the former for wool 
in a very important part of Iheir goods, 
namely, the warp, which has materially 
diminished the consumption of wool in 
stuffs. Throughout the sales, the 6n*r 
wools maintained prices trial i rely higher 
thin other qualities. Lambt' woolof good 
length and quality, mppurted former 
prices." 

The June sales brought a great change 

fur the better. .Sydney wuoli, for clothing 
purpose*:, nnr in great request, especially 
the more approved flocks. "We beg 
again (say *a well-know nfinu to it* corres- 
pondent) l.iimpre** on the Colonmlgroweri, 
the necessity fur more careful management 
in the gellinft up of their flock*, '>oth as 
lo washing and casting their fleeces . anil 
as Colonial Wool materially interferes 
wilh, hnd for general purposes is far sujier- 
|seding the continental growt'i in thu 
, luarkcl, a remnneriitive price to lhe grower 
can only lie secured by increased attention : 
we regret to be ohiignito notice lhe prickly 
and hurry stale of many of lhe finer 
flocks." 

A I the Aiigusl salr* the West of Kngland 
man n facto re rs bought with avidity, and 
there were but a few cuntiuentnl order*, 
and price* rose a ) ; per pound. The 
lie st descriptions of Colonial Wools cou- 
linue lu find favour amuiig the manu- 
facturers of Gloucestershire and Wiltshire, 
ss well as of Yorkshire, ckc. 

We may here remark, that prfvinmly 
to the first public sales of wool from the 
colonies, there were several narcels dis- 
posed of, hut principally of pickings. The 
lirst bale of wool mid by auction, was in 
IN17, mid from the novelty of the thing 
n ua* bought at the rateof almost I0Y to 
10*. fkl. per lb. This, however good it 
toighl br, was not a criterion as to its in- 
trinsic worth, but because the buyer withed 
to have the power to asserl that he was 
(He purchaser of the fir*t bate of wool 
offered publicly for *alr in this country. 
Previously lo this the wools imported sold 
at 3d. to 3d. per ifa. 

The highest range of price* paid this 
year for handwashed Australian wools 
were 2s. 3d. per lb, ; for good combing 
wool. Is. lid. to 2s. 2id.per lb. ; and for 
Rood clothing. Is. lid. to 2s. OJd. per lh. 
The quantity of hales that passed the 
hammer in (his city, in the same period, 
was lO.fiOO bales. 

Already have there been five series nf 
public sales Ibis year. Including the 
quantities announced for the talea, that 
are at this lime in progress, we find that 
about 15,000 bales have found buyers (hi* 
season, fjntll (he mnnlh of June nut 
much animation was displayed in the 
sales of Australian wools. In genera] 
prices ruled firm, the home as well 
as thr foreign trad* having becniae really 
brisk. The attendance of buyers was 
unprecedenledly large— a longer period 
than Ublo.l having elapsed since thr 
close of tile previous serie* in OfloW. 
SyJney hand -washed was much approved 
nf, being in better condition. The riw 
in price* was estimated at 2d. in lhe lb. 
The next sales did not furnish any matter 
of first importance. At the J one" sales all 
descriptions, especially Sydney fleece*, 
were taken eagerly. The general result 
uas cheering, and trade brisk. : ' Of Aus- 
tralian wool," remarks a respected broker, 
" Of Australian wool, but few flocks uf a 
superior description have hitherto been 
brought forward, the long continuance nf 
easterJywiiids.liavingpreventedthearrival 
of several sliips. In the arrivals from 
Sydney and Van Dtemen's Land we are 
gild tn observe, not only a general im- 
prosement in the quality, but almost a 
t 'tal absence of burr, and these remark* 
equally apply to the Purl Phillip flocks. 
nlLhuiigh the condition of all, so far as we 
have yet seen, is nut so much better as 
com pared with the clip of lost season as 
we hod hero led to expect." 

The report of the duty upon wool gave 
a little tut to the present sales. It is 
staled upon good authority thui— " We 
are decidedly uf opinion that the repeal of 
the Foreign wool has, by giving increased 
confidence to the manufacturers, h.nl its 
due influence in the improved tone given 
to the market j and so far front colonial 
being injured by the repeal, lhal it will 
prove an eventful benefit Eo every branch 
of the trade." 

The July aale* brought forward nut less 
than 13,890 bales of Au*tralian wools. 
The price* obtained were generally 
euual to those of Jnne. At re.perts the 
recent alteration in the duty on foreign 
wool*, a trade circular states — 

" We are decidedly of opinion that the 
repeal of the duly will prove advantage* 
to sl|."

This tuutl be admitted lo be agreat 
boon lo the manufacturing interests of thi* 
country ; in fact, it is a great national 
benefit, even though it come* from a con- 
vict colony, or rather a colony that has 
been so,

latterly been nusJc with much duubt and 
hesitation, owing lo the embarrasnicuis 
which have Latterly overtaken (he culony. 
The question cannot be answered shortly, 
for reasons which I shall not explain.

Sn pposelhen a farmer i hue III be moderately 
fortunate, he would, a! the rnd of seven 
years, have a flurk of upward* ,>f 1011.000 
sl.eep; and suppose ihem to be worth Ss. 
each, lhe value of hit flock would be 
£40,000. This it not a Irad return in 
seven yeats, without taking into considera- 
tion at all lhe value of hi* cattle, hitrtes, 
buildings, Ac. 

" It may be said that my statement is 
imnginary, the increase incredible ; my 
reply is, til* iurrease stated is founded on 
experience ; it might, in short, lie a great 
deal more.

Il appear*, from the 
information referred to, that a number uf 
the small German sheep-nwnert are re- 
duced lo a ttatr of bankruptcy, and lhat 
the large Hoc km kaler* are extensively cur- 
tailing their establishments. The imme- 
diate cauie of ihii ucctirmicr seems lo 
have been, thai by reason of the scarcity 
of food, and lhe cottlinest of bringing the 
ivuol to market in a slate fit to compete 
with the Australian produce, theep were 
beginning to be practically found not to 
p*y the growrr. Hence it was cimrideiitly 
calculated, that in the ensuing season the 
flerinai] wool crop would have fallen olf 
at least one fourth, the grower* not being 
■ hie to carry on their operation* for want 
of capital. ' l( is further represented that 
the lVent of Kngland manufacturers and 
clothiert have been, and are ttill inanife*t- 
iug a further inrlinatjon to be bir^e pur- 
chasers .if Australian wool. They are 
rapidly discovering the superiority of our 
raw materia], and itms the ealensiun and 
competition in the home marker ia placed 
bevond a doubt. 

'" When il it recollected, in addition, 
Lhat 111 consequence of the settlements of 
political di*p»r™ between Kneat Britain 
and the L niled Siatei, (he American mar- 
ket ir rapidlv reverting to its ordinary 
stale a* regards demand, rational anticipa- 
tions iT adianlige may b» en|e t tt!ne.l. 
It is difficult, moreover, to fix a limit to 
the amount of gwsj that may accrue tu 
us from the opening of the China irade, 
in (he matter of Britith fine woollen 
man u fact ures. 

" Upon Ihe whole, we may safely look 
tu a decided advance in the price uf Aus- 
tralian wools, a prospect which, pleasing 
al all times, it most consolatory in the ; 
present coniiilion of the colony."'
